Noah Martin, the fisherman who was 
also the terrvmau between the villa"e 
Its ueighbor on the other side of tBe 
river, had been diowned during the 
early moining in a foolish nllempt U 
row his fern-skift' acro.ss ihi- -tr'e:im. 
The ice \\hich hail blocked Hie vhei foi 
t\\o months, had begun, to imne on tho 
<layboloie, and Martin \\itli his uife 
and baby—a child ub.ml a jearo'd 
wete on the other side of (lie river,it 
tho time. 
Karly on that morning there 


had been a temporaiy gorging"^! the 
ice about simile aliovi- the town, and, 
taking advantage ol the comuaiali\<-!y 
free channel, ftlaitm hail mod lo cross 
With his wife and child, in his b at. 


The gorge had broken up almost im- 


mediately, as the i i\or was ri-ingrapi I- 
ly. and Martin's boat irid bcpiitanght 
ami crashed in the iee 
Martin had 


been drowned, but liis wiio, with her 
child in her aims, h'ld clung to HID 
wreck ot the skill', and had been cai i ic<l 
by the current to a little low-lying 
island just in front of the town 


What had happened was ot loss im- 


portance, however, than what people 
iaw must happen 
The poor woman 


and babv out there on the island, 
drenched as they had been in the iey 
water, must soon die with cold, anil, 
moreover, fie island was now nearly 
tinder water, while the groat stream vva's 
rising rapidly. 
It was eviilenl that 


within an hour or two the walei' would 
sweep over the whole surface of the

Many wild suggestions were made for 


their rescue, but none that gave the 
least hope of success 
It was simply 


impossible to launch a boat. The vast 
fields of ice. two or three feet in thick-

was one thing for an active boy lo work 
his way over Holding ice, and quite an- 
other to curry a child and load ii woman 
upon a Mmilat journey. 


Hut Joe Lambert was quick-witted 


and "long-headed." as well as brave, 
anil he meant to do all that he could to 
save these poor creatures for whom he 
had risked his lite so heroically. Tak- 
ing out his knile he made the' woman 
eut her skirts off at the knees, so that 
she might walk nml leap more freely. 
I'lion placing the baby in the basket 
which was strapped upon his back, Im 
cautioned the woman against giv ing- wav 
to fright, and instructed her carefully 
about the method of crossing. 


On the return journey Joe was able 


lo avoid one groat risk." As it wag not 
necessary to land at any particular 
point, time was oE little consequence, 
and Iienco when no largo field of ico 
was at hand, he could wait for one to 
approach without attempting to make 
use of tbe smaller ones. Leading the 
woman wherever that was necessary, he 
slowly made his way toward shore, 
drifting down the river, of course, while 
all the people of tho tow n marched alonf 
the bank. 


When at last Joe leaped ashore in 


company with the woman, and bearing 
her babe in the basket on his back, the 
people seometl ready to trample upon 
each other in their eagerness to shake 
hands wilh their hero." 


Their hero wa^ barely able to stand, 


however. 
Drenched a* ho had been in 


the icy water, the sharp March wind 
hail chilled him to to the marrow, ami 
one of the-village doctors speedily lifted 
him into his carnage, which he had 
brought lor that purpose, and drove 
rapidly awav, while Ihe other physician 
look i lunge of Mrs. Martin and tho 
baby. 


Joe was a strong, healthy fellow, and 


miller the doctors treatment ot hot

Naturally enough the village people 


talked of nothing but Joe Lambert's 
heroic deed, and the teeling was gen- 
eral that they hail never done their 
duty toward the poor orphan boy.

I'll pay 
the village vvh.it Martin paid." 


The gentlemen were glad enough of a 


chance to do Joe even this small"favor, 
and there was no difficulty in the way. 
The authoi ilics n'arilv ifianted Joe a • 
lease of the rerry privilege for twenty 
years, at twenty dollars a year rent, 
which was the rate Martin had paid. 


At iirst Joe rowed people back and 


forth, saving what money he got very 
carefully. 
This was all that could be 


required of him, but it occurred to Joe 
that if he had a ferry-boat big enough, 
a good many horses and cattle and a 
good deal of freight would be sent 
across the river, tor he was a "long- 
headed'1 follow, as I have said.

It had cost him a hundred dollars 
besides his own labor upon it, bnt it 
would carry live stock and freight as 
well as passengers, and so tho business 
of the ferry rapidly increased, and Joe 
began to put R'little money away in the 
bank. 


After awhile a railroad was built into 


the village, and then a second one 
came. A year Inter another railroad 
was open on the oth-r side of the river, 
and all the passengers who came to one 
village by railroad had to be ferried 
across the river in order to continue their 
journey by the railroads theie.

SPRIN<.FIELD, i<eb. 13.—The state- 


ment recently made in the news- 
papers that Lieut-Gov. Hamilton is 
the third which has succeeded to the 
oflice ol Governor, ex-Govs. John 
Wood and John L. Beveridge being 
the other two, is correct; but without 
explanal ion leads to tho conclusion 
that all those who have filled the of- 
fice of Governor of tho State, except 
Bissell, Oglesby and Cullom, served 
out their full terms. There is an- 
other exception and the only one ; 
Gov. ftoynolcls resigned the office of 
Governor in 1834 to accept that of 
Representative to Congress, to which 
he had been elected to fill a vacancy 
caused by the death of the Hon. 
Charles Slade of St. Clair county. 
Zadoc Casey, Lieutenant Governor, 
elected with Reynolds in 1830, wonM 
have succeeded to tho office of Gov- 
ernor, tint in 1833 he had also been 
elected to Congress, and March 1, 
1883, rasigned the office of Lieuten- 
ant Governor nnd took his seat in 
Congress. Thus the Governor and 
Lieutenant Governor of the State 
were both serving in Congress at the 
same time, and before the terms for 
which they were elected had expired. 


Upon the resignation of Lieut.- 


Gov. 
Casey, W. L. D. Ewing, of 


Fayetto county, was elected Presi- 
dent of the Senate nnd acting 
Lieutenant Governor, 
and 
when 


Gov. lleynolds resigned, succeeded 
to the office of Governor of the State. 
This is the only instance in the his- 
tory of the State that the President 
of the Senate, pro tfmpore, became 
G overnor. His term of office as Gov- 
ernor covered a period of only 17 
days ; but his message to the General 
Assembly is n long and able docu- 
ment.

HIGHER AND HIGHER. 


In the absence of statistics upon the subject 
it uai been easy for the advocates of tho un- 
limited use or machinery to formulate state- 
ments us arguments which strongly support 
tbetr position. Notwithstanding the fuctthlil 
poverty deepens as wealth increases, nnd 
wages'decline with the growth of productive 
power, our economic literature, the speeches 
of political orators abound with the state- 
ments that so-called "labor-saving" machinery 
enables the laborer to save his muscle ana 
Improve his mind; that it lowers the price ol 
luxuries so that the poorest wight may now1 
enjoy the conveniences before confined to the 
rich; that while displacing certain kinds of 
labor it produces demands for other Rinds, 
thus bringing about a change of relations and 
not of existence; that it increases the wages 
and purchasing power of the laboring classes. 
As simple statements they appear true on the 
surface, and Ijs-ins kept continually below? 
the public, have confirmed popular opinion in 
tavor of the unlimited use of mechanica1 
power 
The difficulty with all such Htnte 
incuts, however, is that they are false, iw too 
many of our accepted truisms are. 
As soon as the relative wages between the 


(•iiiplnvinenl and non-employmenl of maohin- 
crv became a matter of statistics, tne lew who 
hiuo eyes licjran to sec what the instincW of 
the laboring classes had acentedfrom the llrst, 
i.o., that there was danger ahead. 


The first assertion of the friends of machine- 
ry thnt ii saves the muscles and atfords oppor- 
tunity to improve the mind, has beon entirely 
falsified by experience. On the contrary the 
laborer has pained no time, while the employ- 
ment of machinery has proven such a strain 
upon his physical and moral nature that the 
machine-worker ban neither time nor inclina- 
tion to improve his mmd, all energy of mind 
nnd body being lost in the mere struggle for 
existence. It has been amply shown that the 
lives of machine-workers aro of less duration 
than thoae'-of hand-workers. Tho second argu- 
ment, that machinery has lowered the price of 
luxuries, is more than answered by compen- 
sating evil, showing that this is In itself a mis- 
lortunc, not a blc-sing. The pleasing thing 
iiuite beyond our reach we do not even nope 
for; but that which is ju*t Tjei/ond ourroach 
we will sacrifice anything to procure. 'Ihus 
necessaries of life are sacrificed lor its luxu- 
ries, and miseries are endured nt noino, tniit 
we ""how up" with ournoigbbors on Iho street. 
lint this more properly belongs to another 
Dlmsoof the question to bo treated hereafter. 
The assertion that the displacementol labor 


is apparent, not real, is » chamre of employ- 
ment not its destruction, Is readily shown to 
bo false. 
The application of machinery to 
larm labor caused, between 1850 and '70, a lad- 
ing off in the percentage of increase ol cm- 
ployed help of an per cent. An illustration is 
found in tho Dalrymple farm In Dakota.whero 
tho wheat harvest (.1 1880-2r,,000 acres-em- 
ployed SOstcam engines, with one man mid a 
team for each, cnttmg: and threshing ,K) cnr- 
londs ol wheat por day.

CINCINNATI, Feb. 14. — The river at 


9 to-cight waa 66' feet and throe- 
quarters of an inch, and rising slow- 
ly. The day has been the gloomiest 
in the history of the city. Business 
is wholly neglected on 'Change and 
all attention is given to saving prop- 
erty and affording relief. While the 
unexpected rise of nearly a foot to- 
day has not made a very great 
change, apparently, in the situation, 
there is such uncertainty about the 
future that all plans are unsettled.— 
Not only is it impossible to estimate 
the extent of the coming rise, but no 
one can tell when the rain will cease 
along the river. Here the clouds 
broke away late in the afternoon, but 
gathered again before 10 to-night. 
Rain is falling above and below. The 
weather is warm and almost sultry. 
The effect of this uncertainty is to 
cause another lifting to higher levels 
of vast quantities of goods hitherto 
supposed to be above the reach of 
water. This is done at an immense 
labor, under the most trying circum- 
stances, the men standing in water. 
The water now stands in the gutter 
on the south side of Pearl street, on 
Walnut, The Little Miami depot is 
flooded and wagons are no longer 
able to cross the Newport bridge.— 
The Louisville & Nashville trains 
receive passengers on a trestle at the 
Cincinnati end of the bridge, they 
reaching it by boats. The Cincinnati, 
Hamilton & Dayton Road, which has 
been the only outlet for trains north 
and east, to-night went under, the 
flood reaching such an extent that 
no trains conld pass. This leaves the 
city practically cut off from the rest 
of the world, to north, cast and west 
by rail communication, except that 
the Bee Line Road still runs trains, 


the Water Works -gauge, and rising 
three quarters of an inch hourly.

Indefinitely; a movement which throws 8,800 
men out ot work. But upon this it is unnecc- 
essorv to say more. 
We' now come to the question of increase In 
waires and purchasing power as a result of 
machinery. This, the favorite argument ol 
tho class of political economists who origina- 
ted it can be shown equally false with the 
rest. "In 1850 tho average annual wages ot 
operatives in all manufactures, includmi?mln- 
iiiK anil fishing, in the United States, was $247; 
the net average product per capita S2,W, and 
the ratio of wases to gross product 82VS per 
cent 
In 1BUO these relations had changed to 
the following: Average wages, ¥288; avcrago 
urocluct, $308; ratio of wogea to gross product, 
2014 per cent. In 187(1 the decline of wages in 
these relations still continued, the average 
wages being f383; the average product, S.IH2; 
ratio of wages to gross product, lflS4 por cent. 
Now, while the average wages in these indus- 
tries combined was in 1870 S3S3 per annum, in 
maiiutaotures alone H was S888, and in mining 
alone $482, while the ratio of wages to gross 
product in the latter was 48.7ft por cent." Wa- 
ges have decreased in relation with procliictlvo 
power three pel cent, since ISiiO, except in 
mining industries, where it has tncroaned. 
What could more clearly show that as tho In- 
boring man avoids connection with machinery 
his wa»es Increase. In 1870 laborers in tho 
copper mines of the United States received 
67 per cent, more in wages than operatives in 
manufacturing industries. Carroll 1). Wright 
presented in his annual report to the bureau 
of statistics of Massachusetts, in 1875, tho 
figures resulting from an examination ol thr- 
condition of :W7 iamilics of workiiiKincn in 
that state. The wages of these varied irom 
$321 per annum for a day laborer, to S980 for 
an iron roller. Tho higher figures given in 
the list were the wages of blacksmiths, team- 
sters, brick-layers. etc.; the lowest those wlio 
were more appendages to machinery. 'Hie 
average net earnings or savings, after supply- 
ing his family, is throe cents per day for the 
laboring man in the machinerv-cm'Bod State 
of Massachusetts! In England the mining 
wages average $«75 per annum, while those in 
manufacturing industries average SI i5. The 
1117000 men employed in manufacturing ma- 
chinery In English factories receive an average 
of SI per day, while ship-builders get 41 per 
Oay. It is impossible that wages should be 
higher In periods of great displacement.— 
Men thrown out of woik in one department 
will seek it at even a lower figure In another, 
and so great i» the oompctitMn among mere 
laborers that wages never can be much above 
the point necessary for tho baro maintenance 
of existence. Again, tho fallacy ol supposing 
the purchasing poworto be iucrcoseil, i^ shown 
not only bv the Increase in price ol manufac- 
tured artlc'les altogether disproportionate to 
the increase In wages, but also in tho quality 
of the goods themselves. Between WK1-70, u 
period of immense increase in productive- 
machinery, the priceof manufactured articles 
increased GO por cent., while wages increased 
but 33 per cent. Add to this the Ini-t that the 
product of machine-labor is so poor compared 
with that of hand-labor, that if tho latter were 
S 


roourablc it would be economy to pay tho 
Ifferenco in the price, and the claim is prac- 
tically refuted. Every housewife of matured 
years knows that linens, silks, indeed all tex- 
tile goods, cannot bo made to do one-fourth 
the service they formerly did. Joinery is 
neither sound nor artistic 
Everything Ifl 
gotten up in a lllnwy, unworkmanlike man- 
ner. Attention is given only to the finishing 
and polishing, in order to hide the unsubstan- 
tial character of the work. Again, in many 
branches of industry tho manufacturers have 
formed strong combinations to Keep up prices, 
so that to-day furniture and coffins, carpets, 
and doubtless scores of other articles can be 
made by hand as cheap and better than they 
can be bought. There is now a house in Eng- 
land making writing-paper by hand andsclling 
it too at a good profit on account of its superi- 
or quality. Some are beginning to see, and I 
doubt not but a quarter of a century will work 
aworld-wlde revolution in public opinion 
respects so-called labor-saving machinery.

THE ETERNAL SLEEP. 


DEATH OF MBS. A. E. HARBISON AT 4:10 


O'CLOCK AFTER A SHORT ILLNESS. 


The very many friends and acquain- 


tances cf Mrs. AnnE. Harrison in this 
and other cities will be pained to learn 
of her death which occurred at her home 
on the corner of Eldorado and Jackson 
streets last evening at 4:10 o'clock, after 
an illness of only ten days. While on a 
visit to a sister at Edwardsville, recently, 
she contracted a cold which culminated 
in a severe attack of pneumonia, but the 
lady was not thought to be in a danger- 
ous condition until three days ago,when a 
change for the worse was noticed by the 
attending physician and friends, all of 
whom did everything in their power to 
avert that which was inevitable—death. 
Those at the bedside of the dying woman 
were her niece, Miss Emma Bradsby, Mr. 
W. A. Barnes, Mrs. John Freeman, Mrs. 
Daniel Wliitsel nnd Mrs. B. K. Durfee. 
The departed died peacefully and re- 
signed, in the full hope of eternal rest 
and happiness in the Great Beyond. 


Mrs. Ann E. Harrison was born in 


Kentucky on March 25,1820, and was in 
the 63d year of her age. She received a 
thorough education in the Convent of the 
Visitation at Kaskaskia, 111,, and early in 
life was united in marriage to Mr. Edgar 
Morrison, a brother of Hon. J. L. D. Mor- 
rison, of St. Louis. Her first husband 
died n few months after the marriage,and 
several years afterwar 1 she wedded Mr. 
Harrison, who died. at some unknown 
pojnt in the west. Mrs. Harrison resided 
at Vandalia, 111., until 1857, when she 
came to Decatur with her uncle, Dr. 3. T. 
B. Stanp, who died on the 31st day of last 
December. She has resided here contin- 
uously since '57, and by her rare business 
tact, her kindliness of heart and disposi- 
tion, she has accumulated considerable 
property and has made personal friends 
in every walk of life. The deceased was 
a woman who interested herself spec- 
ially in educational and art matters, and 
in her home life she was worthy of emu- 
lation, as she always devoted herself to 
thecomfort nnd entertainment of those 
Decatur friends and visitors who have of- 
ten deemed it a privilege and pleasure to 
be her guests. The religious faith of the 
deceased wns that of a devout Catholic, 
and she wns a regular attendant at the 
services at that church. 


Mrs. Harrison leaves one daughter, 


Mrs. W. H. Ennis, and three grandsons, 
Berry and Will Ennis, who are students 
nt Harvard college, Cambridge, Mass., 
and Georgie Ennis, aged about 7 years, 
who is with his parents iu Florida. Two 
sisters of the deceased are living. They 
are Mrs. H. C. Bradsby, of Effingham, 
111., and Mrs. C. A. Ewing, of Edwards- 
ville, 111. 


Mr. W. H. Ennis and family, who have 


been spending the winter at Lake Worth, 
250 miles from telegraph communication, 
on the east coast and near the extreme 
southern extremity of Florida, cannot be 
notified of the death of Mrs. Harrison for 
several days. Mr. Barnes yesterday sent 
a telegram to the nearest telegraph sta- 
tion, Sanford, Florida, with instructions 
to forward a messenger without delay to 
Mr. Ennie at Lake Worth. Relatives 
and friends at other places have also been 
informed of the death. 


The time of the funeral has not yet 


been fixed. It will take place from St. 
Patrick's Catholic church. 


The Revivals. 


The pews at the Harrison revival were 


filled again last night, and the interest 
was as great as ever. It was the closing 
service of the llth week oC the meeting, 
and there were 36 seekers kneeling with 
about 15 conversions. It is probable that 
a grand jubilee service will be held on 
Sunday afternoon over 1200 converts.

correct, it will be seen thnt Decatur made 
a good showing despite the fact that in 
'69 and '70 the weather was very unfavor- 
able. In T>3 and'64 when the state fair 
was held here the weather was good and 
the receipts were much larger, the state 
board gathering in n net profit of over 
$7,000. Our railway facilities are now 
much better than a few years ago, and 
these advantages of themselves will pour 
a greater number of visitors to the city. 


Charged with Burglary and Lmrceny. 
The examination of young Franklin 


Shaffer on a charge of burglariously en- 
tering a Wabash freight car on the Pekin 
switch and stealing therefrom five bottles 
of rock and rye whisky, valued at 87, is 
in progress to-day before -Justice Curtis. 
The complainant is Sheriff Foster, and 
the crime is alleged to have been commit- 
ted on December 18th. The People are 
represented by Charles Gardens, Esq., in 
the absence of State's Attorney Johns, 
who is at liis home ill, and the defendant 
is represented by Thomas Lee, Esq. The 
court room was crowded all forenoon. 
One witness for the people, Frank Shep- 
herd, who lives a few miles northwest of 
the city, testified that on the evening of 
the burglary or the day following, Shaffer 
and Dick Shepherd came to his place, 
both gloriously drunk. They gave wit- 
ness a drink out of a bottle and he said it 
was the best whisky he had ever sampled. 
The boys wanted to get witness' wagon, 
Dick stating in the presence of Shaffer 
that Frank, meaning the accused, had 
tapped a car and they wanted to get away 
with the balance of the whisky. Witness 
said he told the boys they couldn't have 
the wagon for such a purpose, and told 
them to behave themselves or they would 
get in the penitentiary. The young men 
then left without the wagon. 


The Bridges In Danger. 


The Sangamon river is still booming, 


the water being from 20 to 25 feet deep 
in the channel—deeper than it has been 
at any time in the memory of the oldest 
inhabitant. 
Yesterday the new bridge 


built across Sand creek, near Maffit's 
ford, was swept away by the rushing wa- 
ter, and last night a part of the 
Cow Ford bridge was washed way. To- 
day Commissioner D. A. Mafnt has a force 
of about 25 men at the old county bridge, 
working hard to prevent a threatened 
disaster. The water is very high at this 
point, and tears are entertained that if 
the ice, which is anywhere from 8 to 16 
inches thick, should break np and gorge, 
great damage to bridges generally will 
result. Reports from other bridges in 
the county are to the effect that the main 
spans seem to be safe, but it is predicted 
that if the ice gorges the trestle work 
on both sides of the river every bridge 
will go down the stream.

become discouraged, if not disgusted. 
There have been no trains iu from the 
east this forenoon—why none can tell, ex- 
cept that there's a brealc in the track 
somewhere east, or that trains are held 
for eastern connections. 


No. C, the eaet-bound cannon ball 


train, due here at 6:45 this morning, 
didn't get in until 12 o'clock noon. It ar- 
rived at Lanesville, the first station west 
of Illiopolis, early this morning,but there 
it collided with a pile driver that was be- 
ing used in tbe repair of a bridge. Of 
course a car track was derailed and sev- 
eral of the car steps were broken off. 
The engineer of the pile driving machine 
was slightly injured, but no one else was 
hurt.
